Shootings down, rounds fired are up 


Mpls. police say high-capacity magazines leading to more “spray and pray” incidents.

Despite a drop in shootings 
this year, Minneapolis police say 
the number of rounds fired are 
on the rise because ofa growing 
number of assault-style weap- 
ons and high-capacity maga- 
zines that are winding up in the 
wrong hands. 


According to the most recent 
police crime data, the city has 
logged 229 shootings so far in 
2017 — 25 of them homicides. 
That total is roughly 21 percent 
fewer than last year’s decade 
high of 341. 

But concern remains about 
the increased visibility of the 
larger magazines, sometimes 
called “extendos,” on city 


streets. Such add-ons can turn 
any semiautomatic handgun 
into an efficient killing machine, 
allowing a user to fire more 
shots before having to reload, 
authorities say. 

“When they have these large 
capacity guns, they’re not taking 
the time to aim real accurately; 
a lot of time it’s that ‘spray and 
pray’ kind of shooting,” said 


Assistant Police Chief Mike 
Kjos, using cop slang for shoot- 
ing indiscriminately. 

Kjos, the former inspector 
in the North Side’s Fourth Pre- 
cinct, said he has noticed that 
some shooters are carrying 
drum-style magazines capable 
of feeding 100 bullets into a 
gun’s chamber in the blink ofan

WASHINGTON - Pushing 
back against the accelerating 
criminal investigation into his 
campaign’s alleged ties to Rus- 
sia, President Donald Trump 
argued Sunday that its focus 
should instead be on his 2016 
rival, Hillary Clinton, even as 
the special counsel’s inquiry 
was reportedly poised to pro- 
duce its first indictment. 

Inaseries of tweets, Trump 
said Republicans were now 
fighting the Russia allegations 
by looking into Clinton, appar- 
ently referring to new House 
investigations into her e-mail 
practices and an Obama-era 
uranium deal with Russia. But 
the president made it clear he 
believed that Clinton should 
be pursued more forcefully, 
writing, “DO SOMETHING!” 

He did not specify who 
should take action or what it 
should be, though critics have 
accused him of trying to sway 
the congressional and special 
counsel inquiries into Russian 
ties. Still, the outburst sug- 
gested that Trump, increas- 
ingly angry and frustrated 
about the investigations, is 
waging a concerted campaign 
to shift the focus to Clinton and 
other Democrats.

French women swell the 
chorus against sex assault 


Weinstein scandal sets off 
a furor in France, U.K.

PARIS - For weeks now, as 
the Harvey Weinstein scan- 
dal has forced Americans to 
confront the reality of sexual 
harassment and assault, it has 
touched anerve here in France. 

Inacountry where flirting is 
away of life, and where aunique 
blend of Gallic machismo and 
age-old codes of chivalry can 
be seen in virtually every cor- 
ner cafe, women, it would 
seem, have had enough. 

A social media campaign 
erupted here almost simultane- 
ously with the appearance of 
#MeToo in the United States 


— except French women took 
it further with “#balanceton 
porc,” which, loosely trans- 
lated, means “squeal on your 
pig.” As in the United States, 
after women began naming 
and shaming their attackers, 
some of the most prominent 
men in French public life now 
stand accused of sexual assault. 


On Sunday, thousands of 


women and men marched 
through the streets of nearly 
every major French city 
to voice their anger and to 
demand an immediate end to 
the violence they experience 
in everyday life. 


The outrage has only 


grown. A government min- 
ister, Marléne Schiappa, who 
oversees gender equality, soon

After months of strategiz- 
ing in coffee shops and living 
rooms and relentlessly writ- 
ing and calling their elected 
representatives, many of the 
Minnesotans who jumped into 
political activism following the 
election of President Donald 
Trump are shifting course.
